■ soil they till has becomo tho groat 
quostiou of tho day— tho crux of irao 
perial legislation. J3eginning with Iro- 
laud, it i« now proposed to dovoto land 
to its proper and legitimate use by tuk- 

•(T-'iDgrit from the favored olasbes in whoso 
"* ''^lianis it has boon for generations iie- 
Oumulaling and placing it in tho hands 
of these by the sweat of whose brow it 
is made fruitful. But this whole ques- 
tion is not corifined in its appHcatiion to 
the British Isle-. It is of worldnwiSo 
r^-rconoernment ; ond to few is it of greater 
. importance than to the people of Brit- 
ish Columbio. It is true that wo have 
as yet nothing worthy of tho nutno of 
a 'landed arisiocraoy ;' aud.it is equally 
true that 'primogeniture' has nojt. yei 
fixed itB iron grip upon oar wide domain. 
Yet the evil which has attained such 
giant gr'oMrth Ut hiime' has already gain- 
Ki2 .ed a foothold in British Columbia ; and 
f'f ''as 'noxious weeds grow apace,' it 
well that the evil to which wo allude 
should bo nipped in the bad. Yiotoria, 
perhaps in a larger degree than any 
o^her locality in ihe oolony>.i8 snfteripg 
tHe ljittor coDsequenoes of land monopo- 
lies. Instead of having our markets 
daily supplied with the i)roductsi of the 
fertile soils in the immediate uoii^bbor- 
I hood, we are for the most part consum- 
ing the produce of foreign soil, simply 
because land-grabbeta have, so to speak, 
reared a huge waH around the city to 
keep oar own farmers out. Tho chief 
object of the present remarks, however, 
is to point out the obv'ous duty of the 
government in respect to lands not yot 
alienated from the Crown. While it is 
the duty of 'goveroniont as far lis pos' 
8ibla—to"'cwr8'th(revtl-t»lreadycrbated, 
the duty ot preventing its further spread 
by adopting an effeoiive mode of deuliog 
with those lands which aro Hiill 
moro immediately within itH powf.r, is of 
much greater moment, 'un ounco of pre- 
vention' being, as tho old jp|rov,erb has 
it, 'better than a pound of^biire.' Ro« 
Jfi(ii<!l>eHt9dliaJJ.asion has been mado in thi-* 
^^""j/SH; aW the matter of that, in 
every jonrnal that has ever been publish- 
ed in the colony, to the fatal luid inox - 
plicable tendency oa tho part of the gov- 
ernment towards. illiberal prinoipje^ in re» 
gard to the disposition of the public lands. 
The inefficient character of tho Lands and 
Woiktf Department, the most expensive 
department of an expensive government has 
also formed iho t-ubjecl of newspaper 
criticism and declamation for a aeries of 
years. We have longf.tt^,deMly.,wisbed to 
be placed in a position to tiimOODOe ihe 
•Inaguration in this colony of a free grant 
f^Taystom, under which ereryviuteodlDg 
' ' eeitlor would be taken by tho hand on 
his arrival in the Colony and helped lo 
a free homestead, secured to him_ under 
tho excoUout llomeaiead Ordiaanoa 
possessed by tho Colony ; yet, for some 
mysterioas reason, wo aro still with- 
out such a system. But this is not tho 
worst view of tho matter. Tho ucquire- 
mont ot land by bona fide seiilora under 
our illiDeral and imporffol laud system 
is rendered so very diihoult and hazard- 
ous as to Boriously militate uguinsl set- 
tlement; and in aomo instaucea those 
who have settled in spite ot tho ob-i 
Btructions thrown in their way by tho 
circumloculion-oQico across J arnod' Buy 
have boon ruthlessly robbed of tho result 
of many months of honest toil, lu truth, 
the whole uiiministration of our public 
. ,laodB hasfoi; long been of a character but 
too well calculated to bcgei the impress- 
ion that the policy of tho Uovernment 
is directly and distinctly inimical to set.., 
tloment. Tneso atriciures may appear 
somewhat severe ; yet we extremely re- 
gret to think that, they find amplejus- 
tificalion ia fact., Jiest well asaured 
these remarks do not owe their origin 
' " to personal feeling ; nor do wo pretend 
^-^ '"to place the blame of this wretehod 
couditioii of atlaii-8 upon iudividual 
Bhouldors. Wo have only to do with 
tho palpable fact; not wuh individual 
roaponBibiliiy. It is enough for us to 
kuow that colonial wellbeiog has been 
made to suffer iu its most vital part. 
Nor havo we been enabled to touoh new 
ground in iheso remarks. l''or yoare 
past havo we earuesily besouuht the 
Govorument either to trunalorm tho 
Jjanda ond Works Department into a 
bureau of usefulness and utility, or to 
obat it op aud place a padlock on tho 
door. For years have wo mouruod over 
the fact IjiftVh^fldreda Qf valuable ,Hould- 



bo settlers have boon absolutely driven 
from our shores through tho ilUborol 
cbarnotor and bad adminiatration of our 
laud system, it should bo one of the 
first a.ts of Governor Mnsgravo, as it is 
his first duty, to completely revolution-? 
iso tho whole Department and rocon>.
